The Tenant’s Franchise 


CITY CHARTER 
IS AMENDED 


Tenant’s Franchise Incorporated 
in Edmonton Charter by Leg- 
islative Committee 


FATHERED BY C, W. CROSS 


Something for Which Working 
Men Have Been Fighting 
for Five Years 


A most important page in the his- 
tory of Edmonton, a page which re- 
cords tthe first victory in the fight of 
the tenants and the working classes 
for representation at the municipal 
polls, was written in committee of the 
whole house in the legislature last 
evening, though but few were aware 
of tthe fact. 

By an amendment introduced last 
evening by Llon. C, W. Cross, in com- 
mittee of the whole, and passed by the 
committee with no discussion,‘ Mdmon- 
ton tenants, with a resident qualifi- 
cation of one month, will have the 
right to vote at municipal elections. 

The real meaning of the word “rate- 
payer” is exemplified, Tenants who 
have paid the rates on public utilities, 
but who have not had property quali- 
fications will now have a real and ef- 
fective voice in the affairs of the city. 

For five long years the working 
classes of the city, as represented by 
the unions, have fought for the tenant 
franchise Tt bas been the nlont in the 
platform of many an unsuccessful 
municipal candidate who swore to up- 
hold the principle if elected. It has 
been refused by the city council and 
the legislature for those five years, 
and it remained for C. W. Cross, the 
senior member for Edmonton, to in- 
troduce the part.in committee of the 
whole, the clause necessary to extend 
municipal franchise to that great mass 
of citizens who have hitherto been 
denied the right to vote. 

Mr. Cross was waited upon by a de- 
legation of labor men a week ago, 
with regard to the tenant franchise, 
when he promised he would do what 
he could. 

Another amendment was also put 
through by Mr. Cross last night which 
will bring joy to the labor camps. 
This is one which climinates the in- 
come tax, a tax which has been a bur- 
den on salaried men and wage ecarn- 
ers ever since Edmonton has been a 
city. 

Mr. Cross had charge of the Edmon. 
ton charter amendments before the 
house, and put his amendments in 
when the bill was going through com- 
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mittee fast night. The tenant fran- 
chise amendment comes in as an 


amendment to the old Edmonton. char- 
ter as granted in 1906. It is as fol- 
lows: 

“After the word list, in line 10, the 
following words are added, to sub- 
section 2, of section 8, chapter 76, 


1906, ‘The names of all persons, re- 
sidents of the city, who have resided 
therein for one month next before 
the said September 1, and who are, 
or whose wives are, tenants in the 
city,’ and by inserting after the word 
‘for’ in line 11, the words: ‘and who 
are not tenants as aforesaid,’ ”' 

3oth the tenant franchise and the 
elimination of the income tax, are 
amendments which’ have been fought 
for for a long time by the labor un- 
ions of the city. They are amend- 
ments which are not particularly fav- 
ored by the present city council. 

The elimination of the income tax 
was also applied tto the Calgary char- 
ter amendments which passed com- 
mittee of the whole house last even- 
ing.

Mayor Lee and City Solicitor Bowa 
awoke this morning,, looked at the 
morning papers, saw somethng about 
tenants’ franchise, sat up, rubbed their 
eyes and looked again. What they 
saw gave them the greatest surprise 
of their lives. 

They had left the city charter 
amendments in the hands of the muni- 
pal committee, and Hon, Mr. Cross, 
terday morning, all ready to report. 
They woke up this morning to find 
that the tenant franchise had been in- 
cluded in the bill. 

The mayor and city solicitor wasted 
little time in getting down to the leg- 
islative buildings this morning. They 
hunted up the chairman of the munici- 
pal committeee, and Hon. Mr. Cross, 
who had introduced the tenants’ fran- 
chise amendment, and made it plain 
that this was one amendment which 
they did not want in the charter. 

The mayor and the city’s solicitor 
had a conference with Hon, Mr. Cross, 
and as a result the amendment will be 
held over until after the council mect- 
ing next Tuesday evening The pre- 
sent city council are opposed to the 
cluase; while Hon. Mr. Cross is anx- 
ious to have the clause go in. The 
clause will eventually come before the 
whole house agin for ratification, al- 
though the amendment was passed in 
committee of the whole last evening. 

Mayor Lee said to the Capital this 
morning: “We don’t want the tenant's 
franchise; bona fide householders ! 
already have a_ right to vote 
by paying $3. We don’t 
want any clause which will permit 
transients to vote, and this is just what 
this proposed clause means. There are 
several hundred men working on the 
high level bridge. They have lived 
here a month. The municipal elec-t 
tions are to be held on Monday. If 
this clause was in effect these men 
would be allowed to vote, although 
they have absolutely no interest in the 
city. r 

“Nine-tenhs of our taxation is paid 
by land owners, and the basis of tax- 
ation is land. We have no objection 
to.the elimination of the income tax: 
but we do not want to give the right of 
vote to any person who happens to 
have lived in the city a month.”

(From Popular Mechanias).

As shown in the illustration, the little 
machine, which weighs only 475 
pounds, and is designed to meet the 
requirements iof a moderate bank ac- 
count, his but ome rear wheel. This 
wheel is the drive wheel, and it is 
the absence of a rear axle, with its 
differential, drive shafts and hous- 
ings, that ws the chief featwre of econ- 
omy. 

The front wheels and the mountings 
are like those of the early type of 
run-about and are used for stecring. 
The suspension at the rear is thnough 
two quarter-elliptic springs, aintchored 
direct to the side of the frame by four 
clips which extend rearward to the 
axhe of whe rear wheel. iA itwo-cy- 
linder opposed engine mounted under 
the seat furnishes the power, which, 
it is said, will drive the car at 
twenty-five to thirty miles an hour. 
The gastcliae capacity of six gallons 
is claimed to ibe sufficient for 180 
miles, 

Any danger of the rear wheel tilting 
is offset by a simple device, located iin 
the forward part of the car, consist- 
ing of a cross rod, which extends from 
one side of the framre to the tither.

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AUSTRIAN EMPEROR 


IN DELICATE HEALTH 


Accession of Archduke Ferdinand 
Would Give Rise to Many 
Problems 


Vienna.—The, feeble condition of 
the Emperor is giving the men re- 
sponsible for the government more 
concern just now than any other 
question. The accession of Arch- 
duke Franz Ferdinand will bring to 
the front a number af questions any 
one of which has political dynamite 
enough in it to cause an explosion 
which might shake the empire to its 
foundations 

One of the most important of these 
will be the standing of Franz Ferdi- 
nand’s wife,the former Countess Cho- 
tek, When he married her, he sign- 
ed a formal renunciation of the right 
of ihs wife to share his rank and of 
his children to inherit the throne. 

In Hungary there is a srong tcel- 
ing insisting that the archduke’s wife 
shall be recognized as Queen of 
Hungary and their children as Hun- 
garian princes with right of succes- 
son, 

The settlement of this uestion is 
bound to cause trouble. Then the 
religious juestion is another great 
danger. 

The heir to the throne is an intense 
cmurchiman and inclined to fovor 
the extreme views of the Jesuits and 
other orders. 

Inu fact so far as can be judged 
Franz Ferdinand in character is not 
unlike Charles the First and James 
the Second of England and perhaps 
his accession to the dual throne may 
result for Austria-Hungary much as 
the reigns of those unhappy Kngs 
did for England. 

Refused a rose by a nursemaid from 
whom he demanded a flower, a young 
man of 20 shot the girl dead on the 
spot in a street in suburban Vienna, 
At his trial it was related that he 
came of good family, and a commis- 
sion of doctors pronounced him to be 
sane.

He was 
completely cool and cynical. He was 
sentenced to ten years’ penal servi- 
tude. On each anniversary of the 
crime he will be confined in a dark, 
underground cell 

A daring attempt to blow up_ the 
chief ammunition depot of the Rou- 
manian army just outside Bucharest 
has jus tbeen frustrated. 

A man wearing the uniform of a 
Roumanian soldier went up to one ot 
the sentries at night and asked to 
be directed to the quarters of the 
guard, whish he said he had been or- 
dered ‘to join.

GIRLS IS LATEST 


To Make Operators Talk Proper- 
ly Is Its Object 


New York,—When the telephone, 
having pased its experimental — stage; 
became not only a convenience but « 
necessity, the need arose for telephone 
operators, so rapidly that the demand, 
far exceeded the supply. At ithe iour- 
set, certain qualifications may have 
been required, tbut as the need for 
operators grew, the qualifications were 
taken Jess and less into consideration, 
and almost any girl or woman who 
could talk, and could hear, savas abte 
to get a position as a telephone opera- 
tor. 

Because of this inability to “pick 
and choose,” on the part of thetele- 
phone companies, at a time when 
business was developing by leaps and 
bounds, the telephone girl lapsed into 
a nautomation. It has surprised many ! 
people that some of the brilliant in- 
ventors of the age have not ‘brought 
out a mechanical device, designed to 
perform the functions of the “heilo 
girl.” Recognizing the fact that its 
operators, while obeying its rules to 
the etter, could learn to perform 
their duties im a lett automatic and 
more natural way, certain. telephone 
companies have commenced the “edu- 
cation” of new operators. 

School Established

In wne large Western city, which 
claims a darger percentage of tele- 
phone users to its popuiation than 
any other’ city in) tne world, a 
“school” for «clephone girls has been 
established, Applicants dor positions 
with tne company must attend this 
school which ditters from ovher busi- 
ness or comemreial schoois in that 
Its pupils pay ao tuition tee, but are 
actually paid ¢o dearn, atrer having 
sutistied the representatives of the 
company that tney really wish to 
work, and after having successfully 
passed a rigid test of hearing and see- 
ing, 

Twenty-five pupils assembled at 
this school last (Monday morning and 
were met by a woman teacher, whose 
“Good morning” caused twenty-live 
pairs of eyes to open wide in uston- 
ishment. Whe greeting was a thrill, 
rather than a speech, thach syllable 
had a separate and distinct aote. ‘rhe 
modulated piirase imparted the key 
to what the instructor intended to 
teach the class, «As her plan wwas an- 
olded, the girls grinned foolishly at 
one another, each wondering whether 
she had made a, mistake and wander- 
ed into a training school for sper- 
atic singers. 

Yo the ordinary individual it is easy 
enough to say, “iNumber, -please?” 
“Are you awaiting?” “six-seven-four,” 
and kindred words, But some of these 
girls tried it for days before they 
came anywhere near satisfying their 
instructor. ‘Ihe veriest baby in the 
kindergartem can count up to 10, but 
when most of those unlucky pupils 
reached 4, they vere stopped with 
“That's all wrong . Please begin 
again.” And then followed a sample 
of “how” in the teacher’s amelodious 
Voice, a sample ow inflections and de- 
flections, like mounting the scale part 
of the way, coming dow a little, go- 
ing back up, and culminating in a 
note which would have done eredit 
to an operatic singer. 

“When I have finished with 
class,” announced the teacher, “it 
will ‘be in such condition that no 
member of it, however long she svorks 
at the switchboard, will get ‘back into 
the flat, dudl automatic speech of the 
present-day operator,

Rules are Impressed 


IThis is one object of the school. 
Another is to impress on the minds 
of the girls indelibly the stringent 
rules which govern all telephone op- 
erators in the discharga of their 
duties. There are enough of them to 
fill a book. ‘hey cover the science 
of operating, dress, deportment, and 
everything else that a girl earning her 
living as a telephone opemtor can 
come in contact with They have to 
be written tby the pupil, in a blank- 
book, an dstudied at home, just as a 
high school student studies his home 
work. Hach day the pupil is ques- 
tioned to see how far she has pro- 
gressec in committing the rules to 
memory, and am examination in these 
rules must the passed before the pupil 
can “graduate” and take a business 
position. 

Having thus “educated” iis  em- 
ployees, the telephone company pro- 
vides them with positions, payimg at 
the outset one dollar per day. Girls 
are required to work every alternate 
Sunday so that a beginwer reccives 
$13 pay for two aveeks’ work. Satis- 
factory work, punctuality, close at- 
tention to business an dother points 
enmilble a girl to earn an increase in 
her daily avages, in small amounts an- 
til she reaches $1.65 a day. There 
the ordinary stops. {I she has am- 
ditions beyong these she may ‘by dili- 
gent hard work, qualify to become a 
chief operator, or even a superintend- 
ent, which means higher pay, and 
more responsibility.

INSANE MAN, IN 
DEATH THROES, ALMOST 
KILLS HIS PHYSICIAN 


Patietn in Hospital of Pennsylvania 
Attacks Doctor, Chokes Him Near- 
ly to Death, an dthen succumbs. 


Punxsutawney, Pa.—Lying on his 
back in a corridor of the Punxsutaw- 
ney hospital early today, ‘Dr. C. Mont- 
gomery, a resident pluysician,' battled 
for his life with an insane patient, 
Michael Marktuse, who died two hours 
afterwards from what ‘hospital auth- 
orities said was Bright's disease.

SCHOOL FOR 


TERRIBLE PERIL ON 
BIG VOLCANO 


The Il-Fated Lieut. Boyd Braved 
Dangers of Every Description 
During His Last Journey 

A thrilling story of explorers’ peril 
for days and nights on a volcano, with 
the earth opening in great fissures all 
round them, and rocks and trees hurtl- 
ing down the mountain side, is told by 
the sole companion of the late Licut- 
enant Boyd Alexander, Jose Lopez, 
Who has just arrived in England from 
the Lake Chad district, 

Lieutenant Alexander, it will be re- 
membered, svas murdered in the 
French Soudan early this year, and 
the story ‘by Lopez is the first person- 
al account of the explorer's last jour- 
ney across Africa. 

It was when they had’ climbed 8,000 
feet up the celebrated Kamerun Peak 
that Lieutenant Alexander had the 
rare experience of witnessing on the 
spot the great earthquake and erup- 
tion of the mountain, which lasted 
with continued severity ‘for five days. 
There was sufficient warning for the 
natives and some German residemts to 
escape to the coast, ‘but the British 
traveller’s curiosity tempted him to 
remainy and gather knowledge of a 
new experience. 

A Miraculous Escape. 

How he and ‘his marty came alive 
out of the inferno wwas 
For several days and nights the 
shocks were as frequent as every two 
minutes, and the mountain seemed to 
leap under him like a Tive thing. Be- 
neath the earth the ¢remors rolled 
with a noise as loud as thunder, and 
all through the first night and follow- 
ing day torrential rain poured down. 
The carth opened in huge fissures, 
and scraps and Jedges of rock ‘broke 
away and tore down ‘the «mountainside, 
levelling the trees in front of them. 

The forests and tall grass shook 
with a deafening hissime sound, while 
the great stems snapped like matches, 
and out of the confusion thousands of 
monkeys fled screaming in terror 
down the slopes. 

Crater Burst Open. 

Then it last the crater of the moun- 
tain burst open, belching up fame and 
throwing ‘huge rocks, red-hot, high 
into ‘the air, These as they fell fre- 
quently met in collision others as- 
cending and ‘broke with a noise like 
exploding shells, scattering far and 
wide thundreds of fragments, that 
often fell close tothe explorer and his 
men 

When the earthquake had swhsided,

taken of the crater and the Java 
stream ‘before the party continued 


their advance to explore the Manen- 
guba Range. All the way great diffi- 
culties were experienced in getting 
food, for the story had gone abroad 
that the earthquake tad ibeen caused 
by\the white man who had gone up 
and fired his wun deawm the crater, 
thereby mousing to anger the devil, 
who, the natives believe, divells with- 
in the mountain 
He Proceeded Alone. 

iNt the bi on the River Benue, the 
carriers svere paid off, and Lieutenant 
Alexander proceeded alone through 
dangerous country ‘by way of Yola to 
Maifont while, Jose Lopez went round 
by Kano in order to tbuy aamels for 
the long desert journey across the 
continent. It was at Yola that Lieu- 
tenant Alexander feli ill with an at- 
tack of fever, which was so severe 
that, had it not been ‘for the skill of 
the resident doetor, who, as a last 
resource, plunged his patient in cold 
writer, there could have theen mo hope 
of his recovey. 

iA long rest at Maifoni, while avait- 
ing for Jose’s anrival avith the cam- 
els, and the kind hospitality of Can- 
tain Rrocklebank and Lieutenant Chil- 
ders Thomson restored to health the 
explorer, who by then was reduced to 
a skeleton from fever, ‘hard «work and 
poor living, and at the ‘beginning of 
toro he was ready to set out on the 
last and most difficult phase of his 
journey througih Wadai and Darfur to 
Cairo. 

_ Story of the Murder. 

The story of this murder at Tama 
has already ‘been told, ibut it is not 
generally known what only a few 
weeks before the end, at a village 
called Yoa, to the south-west of 
Wheshr, he had given himself up for 
dvinge—this time fnom thlackwater 
fever—Out afterwards made 1 marvel- 
lous recovery owing to Jose's re- 
sourcefulmess in trying a powerftl 
treatment as a Jast chance.

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TWO AMENDMENTS TO THE 
EDMONTON CHARTER. 

By virtue of two amendments submitted by C. W. Cross in the 
committee of the whole last night, the Edmonton charter now gives 
tenants the right to vote at municipal elections and abolishes the 
Income Tax. 

The amendments. mark the most advanced fegislation that has 
been added to the Edmonton charter since it was first drawn, and 
the beneficaries owe tribute of thanks to the senior member for Ed- 

mronton. 

* The injustice inflicted by the charter provision which has here- 
tofore disfranchised those who did not own realty in the city is so 
manifest that there could be no argument in its favor. For some 
reason, successive candidates for council have preached and promised 
tenanits’ franchise before each election and Ihave consistently for- 
gotten it afitor elected, until the issue became a byword and almost 
a source of weakness to the candidate who incorporated it in his 
platform. ‘ris year, as in years past, the council went to the legis- 
lature with a long dist of amendments, more or less important, but 
failed to include the tenants’ frandhise. Had not Mr. Cross submitted 
the amendment it is altogether likely that it would not have come up 
inthe house at all. 

According to the arnangement which disfranchised those who 
failed to. become owners of a piece of property worth two hundred 
dollars, 4 man might have been born in Edmonton, reach maturity, 
pay thousands of dollars into the city treasury and still be debarred 
from the full rights of citizenship. : 

_ A resident of Edmonton might be the head ofa family, a house- 
holder, a contnibutor to the receipts of the water, light, “telephone, 
street railway and every utility. established, or to be established, and 
still have no vote. 

The fact thatthe taxes charged against the property he occupied 
were taken from the rent has not in the past entitled him to any voice 
in the government of th eaffairs of the community. 

Were the anticipated business tax abolished, as it undoubtedly 
must be within the very near future, the tenant might then be a 
business man holding immense interests in the city and depending 
for the success of his efforts upon the prosperity and progressiveness 
of the community, and he would yet have no right to exercise the 
franchise. ; 

On ‘the other hand, the owner of a suburban lot, who might 
never have become a resident of Edmonton, who, possibly was never 
closer to Edmonton before than Hong Kong or London, Eng., might 
step off the train on election day, walk to the polling booth and re- 
cord his vote : 

Such an arrangement is so manifestly contrary to the traditions 
of popular government and autonomy that the great wonder is that 
the system thas been allowed to continue so long and that ét finally 
became necessary for the aity’s first representative in the legisla- 
. ture to take the initiative in securing a reform which it was clearly 
the duty of the council to call for. — : 

The other amendment to the charter, also moved by Mr, Cross, 
by which the income tax is abolished, sis also along ‘the line of ad- 
vanced legislation~a move in the right direction. — 

The income tax, as it has been applied in Edmonton, has always 
been a double tax. Tt is admitted by all who have given the matter 
even the slightest scrutiny that no resident can escape the direct 
land tax, even though he might never own a foot of property. ‘Dhe 
mere fact that he was a resident on land that was taxed made him 
a contributor, through the price charged for his meals, if in no other 
way. But the non-resident, on the contrary, who derived income 
from the ownership of dmonton securities other than titles to land, 
escaped the income tax altogether. ‘She burden was unfair and 
should have been abolished long ago. 

These two amendments are in the line of progress and will do a 
great deal towand making a better, more progressive, prouder [d- 


give a new interest in the community to hundreds and thousands 
who have heretofore been disfranchised or unfairly taxed.

The extension of slavery had be- 
come a live political issue as early as 
184s, and in 1847, with the United 
States troops occupying the City of 
Mexico there was a general demand 
for this counry to hold what. terri- 
tory the war had given it. Buchanan 
and the poliicians of that day spoke 
about annexing all of Mexica as “the 
obligation to fulfil the destiny which 
the Almighty had intended for the 
two countries.” 

But the north recovered from its 
zeal for annexation in time to realize 
that the annexation of Mexico meant 
the extension of American slavery. 
The “Wilmot proviso” was defeated 
because it was intended to prevent 
slavery form “following the flag,” and 
the practical certainty that 
would have followed the flag — into 
Mexico saved ‘that country for the 
Mexicans; for the Hon, Madero and 
President Diaz. 

But now the question arises whe- 
ther the United States owess an ac- 
knowledgement to slavery “for favors 
rendered” in the matter of keeping it 
out of Mexico. Perhaps even the 
most ardent abolitionist will be willing 
to admit now that there was some- 
thing to praise inthe institution of 
slavery after all. Just imagine what 
trouble the Mexican revolutionists 
might have caused under the ward 
caucus system of the American poli- 
tics all these years before the Pri- 
mary law was adopted.

On 
the amalgamation question, which ap- 
peared to be the main issue in the 
present campaign, the opinions of 
heth these gentlenien are much the 
same, both being in favor of union 
with Edmonton at a date in the not 
too distant future, when satisfactory 
terms for Strathcona can be obtain- 
ed. Their views on opening up ne- 
pgofiations appear te be almost ia n- 
tical so the burgesses have _ little 
choice in this issue. Mr. Rankin 
stands as one ar che ticket of the so- 
called “Progressives,” headed by Mr. 
Avbur Davies, now taayor, by accla- 
mation.

dealing with disease in the country, 
and he quoted many authorities who 
had stated that the practise of medi- 
cine was not the only means of re- 
lieving suffering. He supported the 
bill because he believed it was in the 
interests of public health that this 
mode of treatment should be allowed 
to be pracised. 

Mr. Bennett stated that while the 
medical profession had done wonders 
in the treatment of disease, he did not 
see why ostheopaths should not be 
allowed to practise. If they could do 
something to make the suffering of 
the world less, why not let them do it. 
He said that osteopathy was a treat- 
ment which had been found to be 
very successful. He said further that 
it was unwise that the legislature 
should permit laws to be on the stat- 
ute book which were constantly and 
openly violated, and that some legis- 
lation should be provided whereby os- 
teopathists would not be violating the 
law every time they hung out their 
shingle 

Mr. Puffer also supported the bill, 
and Mr. Michener asked to have the 
bill go to committee of the whole 
where it could be more informally 
discussed. The bill consequently re- 
ceived its second reading.

Rome, Dec, +*.—The al 
Chanler tangle has been regarded here 
as a tragic incident in Lina Cavalieri’s 
meteoric career, both in the social and 
theatrical world. Mme Cavaleiri is 
immensely popular here; she has al- 
ways been, and she is still, familiarly 
referred to as “Lina” by whoever 
happens to speak of her,as it is known 
she is a Roman girl, and her humble 
parents never dared to dream of the 
splendid success which would crown 
her untiring efforts. 

As a.child Mme. Cavalieri was any- 
thing but lucky; she was not even 
pretty; but as the years went by, For- 
tune seemed to take a liking to her, 
while her thickest body moulded it- 
self into a slender figure which gives 
her such a commanding and distin- 
guished appearance, and her face took 
that Madonna-like oval which has set 
so many a heart ablaze. 

But lucky ‘as she has turned out to 
be, ‘te wina's urst steps in life were 
marked by an untold number of mis- 
fortunes.

“At the conclusion of that 
little supper in Rome,” the Marquis 
said, “I happened to mention the fact 
that the day after { would leave for 
Monte Carlo to try my luck at the 
wheel, and Miss Cavalieri suggested 
that ] take her there, as shé would 
bring me some luck. ‘Are you sure 
of that?’ asked. ‘So sure,’ Mme. Ca- 
valieri answered, ‘that I want to chip 
in to buy the first stake.’ 

“Right she was. That time I broke 
the bank, clearing over one hundred 
thousand dollars in a few hours. I 
gave my mascot ten thousand dollars 
and she left right away for Paris.” 

Once more Miss Cavalieri disap- 
peared from the public eye, spending 
three long years studying hard to fit 
herself for the lyric stage. When she 
thought she was ready, it dawned 
upon her that a girl needed more than 
a good voice and good features to 
win the impresairio’s support for her 
debut.

New York, October 9.-—-Pastor Rus- 
eell of the Brooklyn Tabernacle to- 
|, day addressed a Jewish Mass Meet- 
ing, In response to a request sent to 
him by a Jewish Mass Meeting In- 
vitation Committee. The invitation 
| was signed by many prominent He- 
| brews of New York City. The invita. 
| tion and Pastor Russell’s response to 
| the same follow: 


New York, Sept. 20, 1910. 
Pastor C. T. Russell, Brooklyn, N.Y. 


Dear Sir—Your sympathetic inter- 
est in the Jewish people for years 
past has not escaped our notice. Your 
denunciations of the atrocities per- 
petrated against our race in the name 
of Christianity has added to our 
conviction that yuu are a sincere 
friend. Your discourse on “Jerusa- 
Jem and Jewish Hopes” has struck 
a responsive chord in the hearts of 
many of our people. Still we doubt- 
ed for a time if any Christian minis- 
ter could really be interested in a 
Jew us a Jew and not, merely from 
a hope of prosclyting him. It is be- 
cause of this feeling that some of us 
request you to make a public state- 
ment respecting the nature of your 
interest in our people and we desire 
you to know that. the statement you 
did make was very satisfactory. In 
it yor assured us that you are not 
urging Jews to become Christians 
and join any of the sects or parties 
of Protestants or Catholics. That 
; statement, Pastor Russell, has been 
widely published in the Jewish jour- 
nals, We feel, therefore, that we 
have nothing to fear from you as a 
race, On the contrary, in that state- 
ment you mentioned that the founda- 
tion of your interest in our people 
is built upon your faith in the testi- 
monies.of our Law and the messages 
of our Prophets. You may well 
understand how surprised we are to 
find .a Christian minister acknowl- 
edging that there are prophecies of 
the Bible still unfulfilled, which: be- 
long to the Jew and not to the Chris- 
tian, and that these prophecies, ac- 
cording to your studies, are nearing 
a fulfillment of momentous interest 
to our Jewish race and, through us 
as a people, te the nations ef the 
world. 

These things, Pastor Russell, have 
led to the formation of a Jewish Mass 
Meeting Committee, which, by this 
letter, requests you to give a public 
discourse, especially to our people. 
If you will kindly. accept this invita- 
tion, will you permit us to suggest a 
topic for your address, which, we 
‘believe, will be very interesting to 


the public and especially to the 
Jews, namely, ‘Zionism In Pro. 
phecy.”” 


As for the meeting: We suggest 
Sunday afternoon ut three o'clock, 
October %h. We have secured un 
option on the Hippodrome, New 
York’s largest and finest Auditorium, 
for that date, and we hope that this 
date and the place will be agreeable 
to your convenience. We assure you 
also of a large eudienee of deeply in: 
terested Hebrews, besides whoever 
may come of the general public.

could be seen in little knots and 
froups here and there in the corri- 
ors t . in the streets discussing the 
subject The speaker's views were 
cvidently shared by the majority. 
Altogether the meeting was some- 
uing unique, Never before did Jews 
five such attention tg the message of 
8 Christian minister” And never be- 
ore did’ a Christian minister give 
such a message to the Jews. 

The speaker read to his audience 
rit quotations from. the prophecies 
2 the Bible relating to’ Zionism, the 
one of which was Psalm cii, 13- 

~“Thou shalt arise and have mercy} 
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upon Zion; for the time to favor her, 
yea, the set time, is come. For thy 
strvants take pleasure in her stones, 
and favor the dust thereof. Then 
shall the Gentiles fear the name of 
Jehovah, and all the kings of the 
earth thy glory. When the Lord 
shall build up Zion, he shall appear 
in his glory.” 

Pastor Russell declared that while 
once he had been inclined to discar 
the Bible as unreliable along the 

lines of Wigher Criticism, he had 
subsequently given it very earnest 
study, entirely apart from all creeds 
and theories of men. This study had 
greatly enlightened his mind and had 
given him a very different view of the 
sucred Luok. He now has absolute 
confidence in it. He now realizes, 
not only thut there is a great Creator, 
but that he is definite, orderly, in 
his dealings with humanity, in his 
shaping of earth’s affairs, For in- 
stance, the first Psalm quoted men- 
tions the time, yea, the set time, for 
the return of Divine favor to Zion. 
80 he finds matters all through the 
Scriptures. In due time David, Solo- 
mon and others represented Jehovah 
in the Kingdom of Israel and “sat 
upon the throne of the Kingdom of 
the Lord.” Tater the Kingdom was 
taken from Zedekiah, the last of the 
line of David to sit upon the throne 
of God’s typical Kingdom. When the 
dominion was taken from him the 
Gentile governments were recognized, 
but not in the sume manner as was 
Israel. None of them was designated 
the Kingdom of God. None of them 
was given perpetuity of rule. 

But Gentile governments were pro- 
}mised a lease of power during the 
period when Israel would be cast off 
from God’s favor. Then at the end 
-of the appointed time the Gentile 


Jense of earthly power in turn, and.,- 
God’s original provision for Israel to ° 


represent his Kingdom in the world, 
would return. These,are the set times 
referred to by the Psalmist. God’s 
promise to David—‘‘The sure mercies 
of David’—were that of ‘he fruit of 
his loins one should sit on the throne 
of the Lord forever. The real pur- 
port of this premise was that Mes- 
siah, the long-promised King of Is- 
racl, would be the root and off-shoot 
of the Ravidic line’ and blessed of the 
Tord; his Kingdom should be an ever- 
lasting one and fully competent to 
fulfill all of the Divine promises made 
to Abraham—'‘In thy Seed shall ell 
the families of the earth be blessed.” 
So long as God acknowledged the 
notion of Isracl as his Kingdom their 
kings were his representatives; but 
when Zedekiah was rejected it was not 
inconsistent on the Lord’s part to re- 
cognize the Gentile governments, as 
above suggested. Of King Zedekiah 
we read, ‘‘O thou profane and wicked 
Prince, whose time has come that in- 
iquity should have an end. Remove 
the diadem. Take off the crown. This 
shall not be the same. 1 will overturn, 
overturn, overturn it until he come 
whose right it is (Messiah), and I 
will give it unto him” (Ezekiel xxi, 
26, 27). It was at this very time that 
God gave the lease of earthly power 
to Nebuchadnezzar and his successor, 
as is related in Daniel’s prophecy. 
(Nebuchadnezzar dreamed, but disre- 
membered his vision. Daniel the Pro- 
phet, made prisoner at an earlier date, 
was, by Divine providence, introduc- 
ed to the king us the one person in 
all the world able to rehearse the 
King’s dream and to give its inter- 
pretation, and his power so to do is 
declared to have been of the Lord, 
The vision was of a stupendous im. 
age. Its head of gold represented Ne- 
buchadnezzar’s Empire--Babylon. Its 
breast and arms of silver represented 
the Medo-Persian, Empire. Its belly 
and thighs of brass represented the 
Grecian Empire. Its strong legs of 
iron represent the Roman Empire, 
East and West. Its feet of iron and 
and clay represented Papal Rome. 
The iron continues to represent civil 
governments, and the miry clay, mak- 
ing them appear like stone, represent- 
ed ecclesiasticism as it is now mixed 
up with the politics of the ten king- 
doms of Europe. The whole period of 
time in which these various Gentile 
governments would dominate the 
world would last until Messiah’s pro- 
mised Kingdom. And this period is 
symbolically stated to have been “‘sev- 
an times”; that is, seven years—evi- 
dently not literal years, by symbolical. 
At their end the lease of earthly 
power of Gentile governments will 
terminate in the great time of trouble 
foretold by Daniel (xii, 1}. Then Mes- 
siah shall stand up in the sense of 
assuming control of earth’s affairs aud 
Gentile governments will cease, for 
all nations shall serve and obey Mes- 
sinh, And then God’s Chosen People, 
Isracl, will come to the front in the 
world’s affairs, because they will be- 
some the representatives and instru- 
ments among men of Messiah’s King- 
lom, which will be spiritual and in- 
visible, as is that of the Prince of this 
vorid, the Prince of darkness, whom 
Wessinh. will bind or restrain during 
he thousand years of his reign of 
righteousness and destroy at the con- 
slusion, when he shall deliver over 
the Kingdom of earth to tho. Father. 
Markind will then be perfect, becau-e 
all wilful sinners will be destroyed in 
‘he Second Death. Meantime, Mes- 
siah’s reign will not only bless and 
uplift Israel, but through Israel the 
‘blessing will extend to every nation, 
[peor kindred and tongue in full

accord with the Divine promise and 
sath made to Abraham more than 
thirty centuries ago. 

The speaker, however, offers a sug- 
estion: So far as he could discern, the 
ime for these stupendous events is 
very much closer than mang of us had.

| be dated B.C. 588. If this be true it 
could make a difference of but eigh- 
teen years and give the date 1932. Pas- 
tor Russell’s convictions, however, 
favor the 1914 date. 

For more than thirty years I have 
been presenting to Christian people 
the views I am to-day presenting spe- 
cially to Jews, at the invitation of 

; your Committee. Thirty years ago I 
attempted to tell to Israel the good 
tidings that God’s set time to remem- 
ber Zion had come. But that seem- 
ingly was too early. God’s set time 
for Israel to hear was sti:l future. I 
waited and am still waiting for God’s 
own time and way for the fulfillment 
of Isaiah, xl, 1, 2—‘‘Comfort ye, com- 
fort ye, my people; speak yo com{ort- 
eably to Jerusalem. Cry unto her that 
her appointed time is accomplished, 
and her iniquity pardoned, for she 
hath received of the Lord’s hand dou- 
ble for all of her sins.” 
| About twenty years ago providence 
‘ raised up for your people a great lead- 
er, Dr. Herzl, whose name is now a 
household word with your race. While 
your peuple were unready for any me:3- 
sage that I could give them they were 
ready for what God sent them through 
D:. Herzl—a message of hope, a mes- 
sage of national aspiration which 
quickened the pulse of your people 
into new hope respecting the future of 
the Jews. 
to have all loyal sons of, Israel rise 
from the dust and aspire to be a na- 
| tion amongst nations and to provide 
a home for the persecuted of their 
race in Russia and Easterii Europe. 
Dr. Herzl struck the popular cord in 
the hearts of the people. At first it 
was purely political, and the name of 
'Zion meant little of anything relig- 
jous; but gradually Dr. Herzl and all 
the leaders of the counsels of your 
people began to see that the religious 
element of the 
strongest, the most powerful. 
Dr. 
Dr. Nordau, also evidently a man of 
great talent and great patriotism; but 
Zionism languishes. I am disclosing 
no secret when I tell you that amongst 
the leaders, as well as amongst the 
rank and file, Zionism is trembling 
in the balances and fearful of com- 
ing to naught. It has spent its force 
along the lines originally inaugurat- 


ed; but it will not fail, as many fear. | 


Without assuming the role of a seer 
I answer you that Zionism is about 
to take on fresh .vigor; that its most 
Prosperous days are yet to come. Ac- 
cording to my understanding of the 
Hebrew prophets the time of ‘‘Jacob’s 
trouble” is not yet ended. Further 
pogroms of Russia. may bo expected 
and further atrocities in Roumania 
and clsewhere, 
obliged to admit that these tribula- 
tions will probably come to you from 
professed Christians. How ashamed I 
feel of those who thus dishonor the 
name and the teachings of my Mas- 
ter, I cannot find words to express! 
They are deluded. They have misun- 
‘derstood the Teacher whom they pro- 
‘fess to follow. Their thought is that 
_God will torment eternally all who do 
{not profess the name of Christ. Con- 
‘trolled by delusion they are serving 
the god Adversary and dishonoring 
Jesus. But as the trials and diflicul- 
ties of the patriarch Joseph wero 
|God’s providences to lead him on to 
influenco ‘ani power and honor, so wilt 
aj] these experiences and persecutions 
; work blessings for your race and tend 
,to drive them out of their present 
, Satisfaction and make them long fo: 
j|home—for Palestine. These experi 
i ¢ne¢es, in connection with the voice cf 
the prophets, which will henceforta 
more and more ring in your ears, will 
be the providences of God to accom 
plish for you more along the lines of 
Zionism than personal pride and na- 
tional patriotism. 

It is not my thought that the eight 
millions of Jews in the world will a!l 
go to Palestine, even though it has 
been estimated: that, under most favor- 
able conditions, the land could sup- 
port more than twice that many. It 
-is my thought that some of your most 
earnest and saintly people will go to 
Palestine quickly, that the rejuvena- 
tion there will be astonishing to the 
world. Further, it is my thought that 
Jews in every part of the world, in 
proportion as they come under the 
holy influences of God’s promises 
through the prophets, will go to Pales- 
tine sympathctically—by encouraging 
thoso who can better go than them 
selves and by financial assiztance and 
the establishment there of great en- 
terprises. Permit me to suggest that 
in the time of trouble, incidental to 
the transfer of Gentile rule to the pow- 
er of Messiah, all financial interests 
will be jeopardized. Many of your 
tace, growing wealthy, will surely take 
pleasure in forwarding the work of 
Zionism, as socn as they shall realize 
that it is of God, foretold through the 
prophets. And those of your people 
of insuflicient faith to use their means 
in forwarding the Lord’s work at this 
important juncture will, before very 
long, find themselves in the condition 
pictured by the Prophet Ezekiel, who 
declares (vii, 19) that in this great day 
of trouble—‘‘They shak? cast their sil- 
ver in the streets an@Yheir gold shall 
be removed; their silver and their 
gold shall not be able to deliver them 
in the day of the wrath of tho Lord.” 
‘The great Messenger of the Covenant 
whom ye delight in (Malachi iii, 1-3) 
will test and prove you as a. people. 
Those who worship idols of gold and 
silver, stocks and bonds, will receive 
severo chastisement at his hand that 
they may learn a great lesson before

Toronta.—Wihile an error made the 
figures in an article in yesterday’s 
Globe as to the number of intoxicated 
persons in this city im one night, 16,000 
instead of 1,600, ns was intended, yet 
the latter ifigure may be considerably 
too tow, if tne reckoning of one of the 
Denunion alliance fiekl secretaries,

Taking the average daily receipts of 
an average ‘bar in Toronto as being 
$100, which he thinks is surely putsing 
it very low, that wonld represent, at 
an averare price per glass of aboui 
seven cents for the various kinds of 
drinks, abowt 154,000 drinks pass over 
the bars of the 110 hotels. Allowing 
that each man who drinks takes five 
glasses per day, that would require 
more thin 30,0co men to drink daily. 
lf the nverage number oof drinks és 
not so great as five per day, the num- 
her ‘of men would exceed 30,000; or if 
the mumber of men is overestimated, 
then they must average more than 
five wlasses per day.
